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On  Kiddie  Cars  we  made  the  grades  ...  as  freshnfren,  we  roller-skated  down 
Central  Avenue,  Vernon  Boulevard  and  Edison  Parkway,  happy  and  carefree,  with 
little  thought  of  the  traffic  hazards  on  the  busy  HARDING    HIGH-way  ahead. 

At  Central,  officers  were:  Jim  Rea,  president;  Jim  Hill,  vice  president;  Ray 
Phillians,  secretary;  and  Fred  Lacey,  treasurer.  It  was  a  big  night  when  we  presented 
three  one-act  comedies,  "The  Ring  and  the  Look,"  "The  Vain  Effort,"  and  "Those  in 
Glass  Houses."
